Reduction in Levy on Bank
Capital and Revision of
Gasoline Clause Among
Proposals,

WASHINGTON, Hept. 50.—Tha Sanate
Finance Committes, when It met today,
had before It proposals for meveral Im-
portant amendments to the administra-
tlon  emergency revenus Bill, recently
passad by the House,

It has been propossd to mdu‘ee the tax
of $2 a thousand on bank eapital and
surpluas to 31. Some members belleve it
would be unwise to place a heavy bur-
den on bank capital at this time becauss
of disturbed financial conditlons due to
the European war.

Advocates of this change would revise
the gasoline eclauge and place 1 tax on
automoblles based on horsepower Instead
of tha levy of two cents a gallon on gas-
aline, They say this would make up the
loss of revenue due to the cut In the
bankers' tax,

The levy on aecident Insurance imposed
bty the House nlso may be eliminated and
the committee Is conaldering readjusting
the proposed tax on insurance policies,

Subcommittees of the Finance Commit-
tee were appointed to conslder thg various
sectlons, They are : Tax on Gasoline,
Senators Willlams, Shively and Gore;
Banks and Brokers, Senators Htone,
Hughes and Willlams; Stamp Tax, Sena-
tors Hoke Bmith, Shively and James; on
a proposal to add two more classes of
cigarctter to those already taxed In the
bill, Senators Simmons, Willlams and

Johtison, Senator Slmmons, chalrman of
